






-Acandidates criticize 


inflation rate, spending

Four Republican candidates seek- 
ing their party’s nomination in the 
June 6 primary for the 35th 
Congressional District found com- 
mon ground last week criticizing in- 
flation and government spending un- 
der the Democratic majority in 
Congress. 

David Dreier, Don Feldman, 
Clyde Stephens and Cliff Sumrall ad- 
dressed the Chaffey Community 
Republican Women Federated at a 
luncheon April 26 at the First 
Presbyterian Church of Upland. 

Each candidate is running for the 
right to represent the Republican 
Party in the Nov. 7 general election 
against Democratic incumbent Jim 
Lloyd, who is unopposed in the 
primary. 

David Dreier 

Dreier of Claremont is director of 
corporate relations and assistant 
director of college relations for 
Claremont Men’s College. In recent 
years, he has worked in the cam- 
paigns of several Republicans, 

He told the Republican women’s 
group American voters elected a 
vast Democratic majority in 1976 
with the message to cut federal 
spending. 

“What has the consequence been? 
We now have the single largest 
federal budget in our nation’s 
history — a half trillion dollars. If 
government spending continues at 
the same rate, by 1985 the federal 
budget will be $1 trillion.” 

Dreier expressed concern over 
what he termed the “‘pervasive anti 
- business climate.”’ 

“Unfortunately, the Democrats 
don’t see — or don’t want to see — 
that the answers to the problems of 
inflation, unemployment, the energy

Pomona Valley Workshop has a 
new address but the same purpose 
as when the nonprofit organization 
was founded in 1966: helping the 
developmentally disabled learn 
“living skills.”’ 


The workshop moved this January 
across the street to 4650 Brooks St., 
Montclair. In its two new buildings, 
the workshop provides occupational 
training, jobs and a variety of lear- 
ning to assist the developmentally 
handicapped from San Bernardino 
and Los Angeles counties cope with 
everyday situations. 


Lou Marchio, executive director 
for the workshop, said the organiza- 
tion is starting a ‘‘huge fund - rais- 
ing effort’ with the goal of $350,000 
to buy its facilities outright, provide 
air conditioning and start a 
cafeteria. 

He said the workshop is ap- 


problem are today as they always 
have been: provide a free economy, 
free of the massive regulation and 
taxation that’s cramping business 
and expansion.” 

Don Feldman 

Feldman is a resident of Covina 
and president of a scrap, metals 
firm. 

Like Dreier, he is a first - time 
candidate for public office. Feldman 
said he sees ‘‘neglect by many of our 
so - called professional politicians, 
not only in this district, but in the 
nation in general.”’ 

“(These) Politicians ... promise 
something to everyone to get a job. 
Then pass legislation without full 
regard to the cost - benefit 
relationship or how we and future 
generations are going to pay the 
price of irresponsible government.’ 

He said ‘‘irresponsible govern- 
ment and legislation” is threatening 
‘even the very foundations of our 
system of government.” 

Feldman noted the growth of 
government has far outpaced 
growth in the private sector. He 
blamed Congress for a variety of 
economic ills. 

If elected, Feldman said he would 
work toward tax reform to create 
“real jobs’ and return investment 
capital to people to expand produc- 
tion. 


Clyde Stephens 

Stephens, a resident of Pomona, is 
a quality control engineer. He serv- 
ed on the Pomona Planning Com- 
mission and is currently chairman 
of a citizens’ planning committee 
for the Pomona Unified School 
District. 

He serves on several Republican 
Party committees and was the par- 
ty’s nominee in 1976 for the 65th 


proaching foundations and will con- 
tact community groups in hopes of 
obtaining assistance. 

While the new facilities offer 
more room for workshop programs, 
Marchio said another reason for the 
move was to fulfill a ‘workshop 
dream’’ of owning its own facilities. 

He noted ownership would provide 
long - term savings, adding Pomona 
Valley Workshop spent $100,000 in 
five years for rent. 

The workshop serves about 170 
developmentally disabled clients. 
Bettina Babbit, rehabilitation coor- 
dinator for the workshop, explained 
the term ‘‘developmentally dis- 
abled” includes mental retardation, 
epilepsy, cerebral palsy and autism. 
_ She said some clients eventually 
obtain jobs outside the workshop but 
the more severely handicapped find 
long - term self - esteem, stimula- 
tion and pay through the workshop 
programs.

Stephens contended he is the most 
qualified candidate based on his ex- 
perience in local. government. 

He said the lack of purchasing 
power of the dollar is reaching 
“crisis proportions.” 


Inflation is the ‘‘hidden tax’’ that 
pays for the increase in government 
spending, he noted. 


Saying the “‘first duty” of the 
federal government is to protect its 
citizens, Stephens called for greater 
military appropriations. 


Cliff Sumrall 


Sumrall of Alta Loma is a first - 
time candidate who currently 
teaches speech and forensics at 
Chaffey College. 


He pledged support for the Kemp - 
Roth Bill to reduce taxes. 


Sumrall joined the other three 
Republican contenders in attacking 
Democratic economic policies, say- 
ing. Carter’s $25 billion tax relief 
proposal was ‘“‘business as usual.’’ 


He said the proposal amounted to 
a tax shift rather than tax relief. 


Sumrall said he would work 
toward a $15 billion tax cut with 
Rep. Jack Kemp (R - N.Y.). 


“A $15 billion tax cut would 
provide funds for individuals to 
develop some kind of spending 
power,’ he commented. 


Coupled with that tax cut should 
be a $3 billion tax - incentive 
program to get the U.S. economy 
“moving’’ and reduce the invest- 
ment dollars going abroad, Sumrall 
added. 


Workshop group seeks to buy own facilities

“These are the people who used to 
be locked-into a closet or placed in 
front of a television,” Ms. Babbit 
noted. 

Marchio said the key to 
workshop’s success is providing 
“real work in a real atmosphere.” 

The workshop competitively ob- 
tains subcontracts from such firms 
as General Electric, Cutter Labs 
and McGraw Labs, he added. 

He explained that the pay rate for 
workers is at least $2.65 an hour, the 
federal minimum wage, and varies 
according to productivity. 

At the workshop facilities, the 
developmentally disabled assemble 
and test parts for steam iron spray 
pumps, sand and connect wood for 
rattan furniture, assemble medical 
equipment and package and label 
other products. 

Ms. Babbit explained that in ad- 
ditional to providing on - grounds 
food service, the cafeteria would

life skills 


offer another job - training outlet as 
a place for learning skills needed by 
fast - food restaurants. 

She said nutrition and cooking are 
two of the living skills taught at the 
workshop. Clients learn the four 
basic food groups, how to set the 
table, hygiene in the kitchen, 
preparation of the three daily meals 
and proper use of utensils, she 
noted. 

Ms. Babbit said those learning the 
food - related skills cook lunch 
Tuesdays, Wednesdays and 
Thursdays and sell what they 
themselves do not eat to others at 
the workshop. 

Each client has a case worker who 
helps establish vocational goals for 
the disabled, she said. Ms. Babbit 
commented that working on the ac- 
tual product is just one part of 
workshop training. 

The developmentally disabled also 
learn work habits necessary for 
successful employment, whether at 
the workshop or elsewhere. 

The workshop offers three educa- 
tion classes. Clients learn such basic 
skills as counting money so they will 
not be taken advantage of when 
making purchases, Ms. Babbit said. 

She noted one class teaches sign 
language, which helps not only those 
with hearing impairments but 
others who are ‘‘terribly in- 
troverted.’’ This class draws out the 
introverted, she added. 

Recreational activities include 
dances about once a month, par- 
ticipation in the Special Olympics 
and bowling Saturdays at the 
Thunderbird Lanes in Ontario. 

In addition to the income received 
through subcontracts, Ms. Babbit 
said Pomona Valley Workshop is 
funded through a variety of sources, 
including several regional occupa- 
tion centers, social service agencies 
and San Bernardino County schools. 

The 29 - person staff includes in- 
terns working on degrees at four 
area colleges, she noted. Parents 
and other interested residents serve 
on the board of directors for the 
workshop. 

Marchio noted the workshop has 
stuck close to the goal identified by 
the small group of parents who 
formed the organization 12 years 
ago. The workshop, he said, 
provides meaningful activity for 
their developmentally disabled sons 
and daughters.

With the similarity in 
sound, it is not surprising 
that some people think of 
the three as one disease. 
However, the conditions 
are worlds apart. 

Silicosis is a fibrosis of 
the lungs caused by long- 
term inhalation of silica 
dust and resulting in 
shortness of breath.

f rosis is a thickening or 


hardening of a body part, 
such as an artery. and sco- 
liosis is a lateral (side to 
side) curvature of the 
spine. 

While sclerosis and si- 
licosis are basically medi- 
cal problems, scoliosis can 
best be treated through 
Chiropractic.

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Expo plans appear dead, 
Invitation deadline past 


All but the slimmest hopes for 
Expo 81 appeared to have been 
dashed after Commerce 
Secretary Juanita Kreps announced 
Monday she opposes issuing 
invitations for the fair to the 
nations of the world. 

She cited lack of a firm financial 
plan, lack of firm plans for use of 
Ontario Motor Speedway after the 
fair and lack of public and private 
support. 

A spokesman for Expo organizers, 
Jerry Clemans, said, ‘‘We 
understand this negative 
recommendation is based on a staff 
report which overlooks significant 
details of a $90 million financing 
package. 


“Therefore we consider this 
present decision by commerce to be 
based on lack of information and not 
a final one. We hope to present the 
final details to the Commerce 
Department and the White House, 

“It is extremely unlikely that 
(President Carter) will reverse the 
decision,” a spokesman for the 
White House explained, adding the 
President was finding it difficult ‘‘to 
find time to meet’’ with fair 
supporters. 

Monday was the deadline, 
established by the international 
bureau that regulates world’s fairs, 
for President Carter to send 
invitations to other nations.

With the defeat of their main 
efforts in the state Legislature, 
Foothill Freeway supporters will 
shift their attention to a different 
arena in an attempt to keep the 
route on the state drawing boards. 

That arena will be the California 
Transportation Commission, whose 
members pledged last week they 
will hear the issue as soon as they 
can. But they weren’t more specific 
than that. 

Freeway supporters are forced to 
stake their hopes on what the 
commission does in the aftermath of

the Assembly’s failure to 


override the governor’s veto of a bill 
that would have protected the 
freeway corridor. 

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
appointed all nine members of the 
California Transportation 
Commission in February, shortly 
after it replaced four other 
transportation boards. 

And Brown’s appointee as state 
transportation director, Adriana 
Gianturco, is expected to 
recommend that the commission 
delete the Foothill Freeway route 
from the state freeway system. 

But two state legislators who 
appeared before the commission 
Friday in Los Angeles said they

— A second Lancaster bill would 
require Caltrans to prepare an 
environmental impact report before 
an adopted freeway route can be 
deleted from the state freeway 
system. That bill cleared the 
Assembly Transportation 
Committee Tuesday. 

— McVittie will be seeking 
controls in this year’s state budget 
that would authorize Caltrans to 
spend money to buy land to protect 
freeway routes. 

Even if the freeway route is 
finally deleted, the additional land 
purchases would cost taxpayers 
little ‘“‘because land values are 
leaping forward in that particular 
area,” McVittie said.

most recent financing plan for the 
fair does not guarantee Expo 81 will 
get the $90 million loan it seeks 
“even if all the conditions are met.” 

She said the plan’s proposal to 
establish a Disneyland-style theme 
park at the speedway after the fair 
does not include evidence of 
approval by the Ontario City Council 
and was not taken into account in 
the environmental impact study. 

She said area residents are 
concerned about the environmental 
impact of the fair. ‘It is not clear 
that environmental problems, such 
as increased air and water pollution, 
can be dealt with satisfactorily. Nor 
is it clear that monies are available 
to deal with that problem,” she said. 

She said there is also public 
concern that tax funds might be 
needed for the fair but that ‘‘other 
expositions have been successful, in 
part, because state and local 
government financial support was 
forthcoming, indicating the 
commitment of governmental 
agencies and citizens to the project. 

“Finally,” she said, ‘‘elected 
officials representing the state and 
region have either opposed Expo 81 
or declined to support it. This lack of 
support could represent a serious 
obstacle to favorable consideration 
by Congress of a request for United 
States participation.” 

Mrs. Kreps said the Bureau of 
International Expositions, which 
regulates fairs, will be informed 
that the invitations deadline cannot 
be met and no invitations will be 
forthcoming. 


She said she has instructed her 
staff to prepare a report to 
President Carter recommending 
that he determine that continuing 
federal recognition of Expo 81 
would be inconsistent with the 
national interest and should be 
withdrawn. 


Rep. Jim Lloyd, D—35th District, 
said, ‘‘Local labor leaders had been 
vitally concerned with the potential 
creation of jobs” from the fair.

County expands energy 


conservation program 


An energy conservation 
program, developed last 
year as a pilot project by 
the San Bernardino County 
Community Services 
Department, has been ex- 
panded, Dina Hunter, 
program manager, an- 
nounced. 

The Energy 
Conservation - Wea- 
therization Program 
has been extended to July 
with an additional $225,195 
in a combined grant, from 
federal, local and private 
sources. 

The program is designed 
for low-income families, 
senior citizens and han- 
dicapped persons who can 
neither afford the rising 
cost of utility bills nor the 
cost of insulation. 

During the first two 
months of the program, 112 
houses were insulated and 
weatherstripped at no cost 
to eligible recipients, Mrs.

Hunter said. A total of 276 
families have been aided 
since May 1977 and by June 
of this year, the department 
estimates, 700 homes will 
have been ‘‘weatherized”’ 
by the program. 


‘‘This insulation will 
greatly reduce the energy 
required for heating and air 
conditioning. For example, 
with attic insulation alone, 
in some cases it could cost 
about 54 percent less energy 
for air conditioning and 
about 40 percent less for 
heating,’ Mrs. Hunter said. 

The federal Community 
Services Administration 
has contributed almost half 
of the new grant money 
with $95,195; the federal 
Department of Energy, 
$52,000; the city of San Ber- 
nardino, $30,000, to be used

Southern California Edison 
Co., $45,000 for energy 
packets filled with 
educational materials on 
energy conservation. 


The department has also 
received a $30,000 federal 
grant from the Community 
Services Administration to 
assist low-income families 
whose homes or belongings 
were damaged in the floods 
of February and March. 

Mrs. Hunter said the 
department has applied for 
a $489,000 grant to extend 
the program for another 
year. The money would be 
used to weatherize 1,800

Accused persons who aren't sure whom to call with the 
second of their two allotted phone cal!s from jail need no 
longer resort to Dial-A-Prayer in seeking relief for a 
bruised psyche 

They now can dial Tel-Law (983-9676), a legal 
information service just begun in the West End. Tel-Law 
won't afford the caller an airtight defense, of course, but 
it might help shed some light on the often confusing legal 
system in which the accused is about to become 
immersed 

Actually, callers don’t have to be accused of a crime to 
benefit from the free legal information available by 
phone, for Tel-Law provides an expansive list of topics 
which range from ‘‘What to do about a noisy neighbor,”’ 
to ‘Federal tax benefits for persons aged 65 and older.”’ 

A 24-hour system provides a toll-free line to callers 
from the nine West End communities, along with 
Claremont, Diamond Bar, La Verne, Los Serranos, 
Pomona, San Dimas and Walnut. 

Phones have already started ringing at a healthy clip,

according to Frances Land, who is coordinating the West 
End operation of Tel-Law. The most popular tapes seem 
to be those regarding traffic violations, drunk driving, 
spouses in jail and dissolution of marriages, she said. 

Tel-law’s 72-tape library offers no specific legal 
counseling, but the tapes do provide informative, 
understandable reports on a variety of often confusing 
legal subjects. 

The tapes remind callers to seek the assistance of a 
lawyer if one is needed. : 

Federal funding from the Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA), channeled through the 
county’s board of supervisors, helped get the service 
started in the West End. 

Tel-Law, based on the Tel-Med system which 
dispenses medical information by phone, was begun with 
an outlet in Colton. It has since expanded to 12 more 
cities, most on the West coast. 

The West End operation, which hopes to begin 
translating many of its tapes into Spanish soon, is 


supported by the San Bernardino County Bar 
Association. 

It is part of an expanding core of legal services being 
provided in this area, according to Larry L. Baumbach, 
an attorney with the Upland firm of Maroney, Demchuk, 
Brandt and Baumbach. 

Baumbach said the West End segment of the bar 
association hopes to sponsor a series of satellite legal 
clinics in several West End communities to aid in 
dispensing legal information, especially to persons 
unable to afford the going rates for consultation with 
private lawyers. 

To benefit from Tel-Law, callers need only dial the 
toll-free number (983-9676) at any hour of the day or 
night and request a particular tape by number. 

If the caller wishes to hear more than one tape, he or 
she must hang up and dial again each time in order to 
listen to others.

Property tax 
alternatives 
are available

Property taxes, 
according to the National 
Association of Realtors, 
have increased 10 percent 
on a national average in the 
last year. The average local 
property tax burden per 
man, woman or child per 
year is now $266, compared 
with about $163 in 1970. 

Some homeowners in the 
Los Angeles County who are 
in the $10,000 to $15,000 
income bracket are paying 
$2,500 in property taxes. In 
Boston, where a 28.6 
percent tax hike recently 
was imposed, the tax on a 
$50,000 home is about $3,500 
or $292 a month. 

With these statistics, it’s 
no wonder why a recent 
poll, conducted by the 
Advisory Commission on 
Intergovernmental Rela- 
tions, whosed property tax- 
es to be even less popular 
than federal income taxes. 
About 33 percent of the peo- 
ple polled named property 
tax as the ‘‘least fair’’ of 
all taxes. 

Where does property tax 
revenue go? About 45 
percent goes to education, 
with the remainder divided 
between welfare, police and 
fire departments, highways 
and local roads, hospitals 
and other public services. 

The recent sharp 
increases nationally are due 
mainly to wage and benefit 
increases for teachers, 
policemen and firemen, and 
to added services for the 
public. What is particularly 
disturbing, however, is that 
many communities rely 
almost entirely on property 
taxes for the revenue they 
need. 

The reliance on property 
taxes stems from the 
relative ease with which 
local governments can raise 
them and collect the needed 
money. Also, homeowners 
rarely file objections to 
taxes assessed, and 
enforcement is rapid and 
certain. 

Pressure placed upon 
local governments to cut 
back on spending would 
ease the burden 
temporarily. In the long 
run, however, reform of the 
present tax structure will 
have to take place. 


An alternative to 
property taxes that the 
National Association of 


Realtors and the Ontario- 
Upland-Chino Board of 
Realtors endorses is the 
institution and expansion of 
user charges. This means’ 
homeowners would be taxed 
for the amount of some 
sefvjces they use, rather 
than being assessed a set 
amount. Sewer use and 
public hospitals would be 
just two such examples. 

Another alternative 
would be greater sharing of 
revenue from the state and 
federal level. Income taxes, 
the source of much of this 
revenue, do not 
discriminate against one 
particular group of people 
as property taxes do with 
homeowners. 

Tapping existing sources 
of non-property tax 
revenue, such as imposing a 
general sales tax for a 
particular purpose — as has 
been done in Louisiana to 
supplement school districts 
— would also be a more 
equitable way of collecting 
needed funds to support the 
largest single user to tax 
revenue. Transferring more 
of the financial 
responsibility of services 
such as welfare to state and 
federal government also 
would reduce the need for 
local preperty tax revenue

Presbyterians to discuss 


tough issues at assemblyp 


United Presbyterian 
commissioners to the 190th 
General Assembly, meeting 
May 16-24 in San Diego, will 
be asked to decide on 
several issues, including 
whether they should adopt a 
comprehensive policy 
aimed at rectifying some of 
the major hardships faced 
by farming families across 
the nation. 


The statement, program, 
and background material 
was prepared by the 
denomination’s national 
task force on family farms. 

The proposed policy 
statement offers a number 
of long-range goals on such 
matters as taxation policies 
and practices that 
adversely affect family 
farms, the development of 
conservation policies that 
protect the farmers’ 
interests as well as the 


arms embargo and curtail 
support for South African 
investors; a resolution on 
the J. P. Stevens dispute 
calling on Presbyterians to 
refrain from purchasing 
any goods produced by the 
company until the general 
assembly mission council is 
satisfied that the company 
is no longer in violation of 
the National Labor 
Relations Act. 


The final study draft of a 
plan for the reunion of the 
nation’s two largest 
Presbyterian Churches — 
the United Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A. and 
the Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S. (Southern 
Presbyterian) — will be 
submitted to both 
denominations’ general 
assemblies with 
recommendation that it be 
sent to the presbyteries for 


revisions from an earlier 
draft are the deletion of a

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A Woman Ought To Know oe 
Chairperson: why use 
such awkward terms? 


L.D. of Goleta writes: As 
a man, I simply don’t 


understand why women 


want to use such clumsy 
terms aS Chairperson or 
committeeperson. Please 
explain? 


These terms may sound 
awkward at first — but they 
are actually more accurate. 
Women object to being 
called men, just as women 
would not like to be 
addressed as ‘‘chair- 
women.”’ 

Even the awkwardness of 
such terms as 
‘‘chairperson’’ makes a 
point. It reminds us that all 
persons in positions of 
authority may very well not 
be male. 

The use of. nonsexist 





terms has helped to break 
down discriminatory 
practices. For instance, a 
dramatic breakthrough in 
forcing jobs open for 
women came when 
newspapers no longer 
categorized jobs under 
columns labeled ‘‘Help 
Wanted - Men’ and ‘“‘Help 
Wanted - Women.” 

For the first time, women 
could apply for any job for 
which they were qualified, 
and they could consider 
every job advertised. 
Women learned a great deal 
about discrimination by 
comparing differences in 
pay for jobs traditionally 
held by men and those held 
by women. 

Men learned, too, 
Employers were forced to 


examine their prejudices in 
preferring one sex over 
another, knowing that 
federal and state law 
demands equal opportunity 
for equally qualified people. 

When, for instance, the 
term ‘‘Salesperson”’ was 
used in help wanted ads 
rather than ‘‘salesman,”’ 
women begn to enter his 
field at levels of higher 
responsibility and for 
higher pay. 

So there is good reason 
for using nonsexist terms. 
These terms help include 
women in jobs, in elected 
posts, and in appointed 
positions, rather than 
exclude them. 


J.P. of Whittier writes: I 
am concerned about the 


increasing incidence of 
rape. Is there anything 
being done to prevent this 
terrible crime? 


The California state 
legislature is responding 
vigorously to growing 
concern about rape. A 
series of bills introduced 
this ‘session — more than 20 
— attack the problem in 
various ways. The major 
bills make offenders pay a 
far higher price for 
committing rape. Others 
protect the victim who 
report the crime. 

For instance, SB 1479 by 
Senator George 
Deukmejian of Long Eeach 
would prohibit probation for 
convicted rapists. 

Three measures 
introduced by Senator Alan 
Robbins of Van Nuys take 
different approaches. SB 
‘1710 would provide self - 
defense courses to students 
in public junior and senior 
high schools. 

SB 1711 would provide 
$570,000 over the next two 
years for victim counseling 
centers and rape telephone 
hotlines in the state. SB1715 
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requires mandatory prison 
terms for any repeat 
rapists. 

Senator H. L. ‘‘Bill’’ 
Richardson who represents 
San Dimas and LaVerne, 
has introduced several bills 
which punish rapists 
severely. SB 1839 would 
require a mandatory 90 - 
day jail sentence for all sex 
offenders who fail to 
register. 

SB 1840 would require life 
imprisonment for offenders 
who commit a sex act upon 
a child under 14 with great 
bodily harm. A second 
conviction would be 
punishable by life 
imprisonment without 
possibility of parole. 

SB 1842 would require a 
full, separate and 
consecutive term of 
punishment to be served for 
each crime in a case of 
multiple offenses including 
a felony sex offense. 

Another of Senator 
Richardson’s bills, SB 1838, 
would require that trials of 
sex crimes with forced 
violence be given priority 
on the court calendar. And 
his bill, SB 1844. would 


require that a victim of any 
sex crime be protected 
from public disclosure of 
hame, address, phone 
number and place of 
employment and that 
information would be given 
to the defense on condition 
that it does not — 
the victim. 

These bills will be heard 
in various committees in 
the next few months. It is 
evident that the California 
legislature is taking a 
serious view of rape. 


J.M., Palo Alto, writes: 
I'm willing to try a job 
that’s not traditional for 
women. But I want to be 
practical. What careers will 
likely have a lot of openings 
for women in the future? 


A good source for 
glimpsing the economic 
outlook for numerous jobs 
is the U.S. Labor 
Department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics 
publication, ‘“‘Occupational 
Outlook Handbook,’’ just 
published for 1977-78. You 
should find it in your local 
library. 


If you don’t have a college 
education, consider 
becoming a dental 
laboratory technician. 
Earnings are between 
$13,000 and $19,000 yearly — 
more than that of dental 
hygienists. Or, become a 
travel agent and earn 
between $10,000 and $20,000, 
depending upon your ability 
to build a clientele. 

Chefs will be much in 
demand in the future. 
Salaries range from $8,000 
to $50,000 and are climbing. 
Remember, women now 
must be paid equally in this 
field as any other. 

Many jobs requiring a 
formal education are 
opening up to women. 
Computer programming is 
an excellent field with the 
demand growing annually. 
You can earn between 
$17,000 and $25,000. 

A new, wide - open 
occupation is that of 
physicians’ assistant. 
Salaries, now ranging 
between $12,000 and $20,000, 
will grow as demand 
increases. An occupation 
related to medicine, 
respiratory therapist. will 


pay you $10,000 to $19,000. 

Women are already doing 
well as real estate agents or 
brokers, earning between 
$12,000 and $22,000 and more 
with experience. This field 
should continue to grow if 
housing increases. 


The demand for systems 
analysts is rising, and so is 
the pay. You can expect to 
earn $16,000 to $23,000. 


Many lucrative 
occupations you might 
never have considered are 


described in the 
Occupational Outlook 
Handbook, such as 
architect, dentist, engineer, 
pharmacist, psychologist, 
accountant.

Through a wide variety of 
research programs and 
working projects, Southern 
California Edison Co., is 
actively seeking a ‘‘place in 
the sun”’ for its nearly three 
million customers. 
Just how solar energy 
might best serve the

determined by a number of 
test installations on homes 
and office buildings, 
thoroughly monitored and 
analyzed with the aid of 
computers. 

More than 2 dozen 
projects are now under

To encourage this first- 
Dhase of gaining a “place in 
the sun,’’ Papay said, 
“Edison has an on - going 
program which assists 
builders and developers of 
single - and multi - family 
units who install domestic 
solar - assisted water 
heating systems.

A 24-unit condominium 
development in El] Segundo 
is the most recent example.

Savings of electric 
energy for water heating at 
this project are expected to 
reach up to 60 percent 
annually. 


Other Edison on - going 
research projects aimed at 
achieving electricity 
conservation through the 
future use of solar energy 
include: 


— Solar radiation 
monitoring at 21 locations 
throughout Edison’s 50,000 -

Mt. Baldy hik 


ing trail 


dedicated to pioneer 


A small group of Mt. Baldy 
residents gathered behind Icehouse 
Lodge Saturday morning to witness 
the unveiling of a new U.S. Forest 
Service recreation trail. 

Misty clouds moved slowly 
through the tree tops as Bobby 
Chapman, a central figure in the 
mountain community, stepped 
forward to acknowledge dedication 
of the trail to his father, the late 
Clarence Roy Chapman. 

While forest rangers passed out 
small leaflets outlinig Clarence 
Chapman’s life and achievements, 
others praised him and his son, 
Bobby, calling them ‘‘true 
pioneers.” 

Bill Derr, a San Francisco builder 
who came to Mt. Baldy Saturday as 
a representative of the forest 
service regional office, said he, too, 
has close ties to the mountains. 
From 1961 to 1964 he patrolled the 
forest as a ranger. 

Derr said in Clarence Chapman’s 
time it took nine hours to get from 
Ontario to Mt. Baldy but now people 
travel from the mountain to Nevada 
in that time. ‘‘Times have changed, 
but Bobby and the Chapman family 
haven't,” he said. 

Following the ceremony, Bobby 
invited those attending to visit him 
at Chapman Ranch for 
refreshments. 

Nearly everyone accepted the 
invitation eagerly. They whispered 
nervously, calling the ranch ‘‘a 
legend’ and ‘‘an honor”’ to see. 

The house is a massive work of 
mountain art, constructed entirely 
by Bobby and his wife from wood, 
glass and antiques. 

The walls are not just 
constructed; they’re carved and 
lacquered. Plants and antiques add 
color everywhere and a large 
picture window runs the entire 
length of the livingroom and 
kitchen. 

A ranger, ladling home-made 
chili into a plate from a wood- 
burning stove, looked around him.

“T've been up here about six times,” 
he said. ‘‘It still amazes me all over 
again every time.” 

The trail dedicated Saturday is 
basically the reconstruction of an 
older trail. 

It follows the old Icehouse Canyon 
Trail for about a mile and then veers 
up into Cedar Canyon, through 
Cedar Springs and then over some 
ridges between Thunder Mountain 
and Telegraph Peak. It swings into 
Icehouse Canyon and rejoins the 
Icehouse Canyon Trail above 
Columbine Springs and terminates 
at Icehouse Saddle in the 


Cucamonga Wilderness area. 

The scenic trail travels over 
rugged terrain for just under six 
miles but the two mile hike to Cedar 
Springs is ideal for novice hikers. 

It’s well marked and heavily 
shaded. A sparkling stream rushes 
alongside so access to water is easy. 

An occasional rustic cabin can be 
seen nestled among trees along the 
footpath, along with the ruins of 
some cabins . 

And there are plenty of places 
alongside the trail to stop and rest... 
or picnic... or just listen to the 
sounds of the forest. 


Chapmans discovered 


canyon on honeymoon 


Clarence Roy Chapman, for whom a new Mt. Baldy 
trail was named Saturday, discovered the beauty of 
Icehouse Canyon in 1901 when he and his wife, Eleanor, 
camped there on their honeymoon. 


He was a builder and operated a citrus ranch in 
Ontario until his crop was frozen during an unexpected 


turn in weather in 1910. 


He left the ranch and built a cabin in Icehouse Canyon 
and concentrated on building other cabins in that area. 


Chapman bought the Camp Baldy Company in 1919 and 
established the Icehouse Canyon Resort. He became 
active in search and rescue operations and in battling 


forest fires. 


Chapman Ranch was established in 1932. He operated 
an adjoining property as an amusement pavillion until 
1938 where the Mt. Baldy Trout Ponds are now located. 


When Chapman retired in 1952, he had built 100 cabins 
and 175 fireplaces — most of them still standing — in the 
Mt. Baldy area. He died in 1953.

Plan gardening 


to avoid 


It is that time of year 
again — when California’s 
Many avid gardeners 
resume their favorite 
outdoor sport of cultivating 
the land. Gardening is a 
healthful and rewarding 
hobby, but it does carry 
with it certain potential 
hazards, most of which can 
be avoided with some 
forethought. 


It is prudent to get back to 
gardening on a gradual 
schedule. If you have had a 
fairly inactive winter, 
muscularly speaking, ease 
into the activity for an hour 
or so at a time. Your 
muscles may have become 
somewhat flabby, and they 
will hurt if you overdo the 
bending, stooping, twisting 
and reaching-which go with 
strenuous gardening. Since 
you will be working during 
months when the sun is 
getting stronger, shield 
yourself against sunburn. 


The risks of cuts and 
scratches should be 
anticipated. The only 
serious aspect of such cuts 
is the fact that a puncture 
would that you get while 
working in soil does carry 
with it the danger of tetanus 
infection. This grave 
disease is almost entirely 
preventable. 


Most people have had an 
Original tetanus 
immunization, but many 
forget that for continued 
protection they need a 
booster injection of tetanus 
toxoid every five years. For 
gardeners, this is a must. 


If you are certain that you 
are protected against 
tetanus, most cuts and 
scratches need cause little 
concern. Thoroughly clean 
the wound with soap and 
water. It may be a good 
idea to let the wound bleed a 
little to wash away any 
contaminating substances. 
Protect the wound with a 
bandage before resuming 
gardening. If the injury 
does not seem to heal

A Boston orthopedic sur- 
geon warns that heels four 
inches or higher are 
dangerous, exerting harm- 
ful effects in the foot, ankle 
and spine. 


The major hazard, accor- 
ding to Arthur W. Trott, 
M.D. is that ‘‘the heel is so 
far from the ground that the 
stability of the entire foot 
is imperiled, making frac- 
tures, sprains and twisted 
ankles possible. High - heel- 
ed shoes affect the spine, 
accentuating the normal 
lumber postural curve that 
is essential to maintaining 
balance.”’ This can lead to 
back pain problems, says 
Dr. Trott.

Tools are a major source 
of cuts for the gardener. 
Proper tools in good 
condition will improve not 
only your safety but your 


efficiency. Keep all your 


gardening tools in good 


condition and know which } 


tool to use for a specific job. 
If a tool is rusty or broken, 
it is safer to discard it and 
get a new one. 

Store your tools where 
they will not get in your way 
when not in use and, above 
all, where they cannot be 
reached by small children. 
If your supply of tools 
includes power - driven 
equipment, carefully read 
the manufacturer’s 
instructions before you use 
it and follow those 
instructions to the letter. 

Protecting your garden 


against weeds and insects 


may require periodic use of 
insecticides and herbicides. 
These should be handling 
with respect. Use them only 


as directed in the 
instructions on the 
container. 

If their use results in 
accidental posoning, the 
manufacturer’s printed 


instructions usually contain 
information about what you 
should take as an. antidote 
and whatever other first aid 
measures are advisable. If 
in doubt, call your doctor. 

Finally, watch out for the 
intruders in your garden. 
They may take the form of 
poisonous vines and shrubs. 
Learn to recognize which 
growths are posonous and 
avoid them or, if possible, 
destroy them. 

Flocks of insects may 
accompany you through 
your gardening hours, and 
you may be stung by one. 
Most insect bites are 
uncomfortable but not 
serious. If you know that 
you are allergic to insect 
bites, check with your 
doctor for the necessary 
protection which may 
includd desensitizing 
injections.
